The link was traced through a 
letter postmarked Arlington seized 
by FBI agents and Atlanta police 
when they arrested Allen, the 
article said. It referred to a “‘fat 
cat financier’ who was backing 
anti-Jewish operations of Allen 
and Rockwell. 


Rockwell, about 38, a father of 
four, runs a small print shop in 
his basement here. 


Rockwell acknowledged his asso- 
ciation with Allen and others held 
in connection with the bombing, 
the newspaper said, but hotly de- 
nied that he or Allen had anything 
to do with the dynamite blast.

31, have for the first time fired 
three nuclear devices in 24 hours. 


Oct. 31 is the date which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has proposed as 
the start of a one-year ban on 
atomic tests. As of Thursday eight 
of the current series of at least 
10 shots have been fired. 


Two more shots are scheduled 
for Saturday. 


The eighth test came at 6:20 
a.m. Thursday when an atomic 
bomb suspended from a. balloon 
500 feet above Yucca. Flat was 
exploded. 


The explosion was described as 
less than one kiloton in power. 
A kiloton is equivalent to 1,000 
tons of TNT. 


Wednesday night, the biggest 
underground bomb ever set off at 
this test site jarred the earth at 
10 o'clock.

At Urban Renewal 


Some Atlanta real estate dealers have 
challenged constitutionality of the re- 
cently adopted city housing code, The 
code itself has been approved by city 
authorities and the federal government. In 
grants for urban renewal, this is the first 
requirement by U.S, housing authorities. 

Doubtless there are some fine legal 
points in the code which could be con- 
tested. That fact is not so important, 
however, as is determining why the chal- 
lenge is issued at this time. 

Are Atlanta real estate dealers op- 
posed to urban renewal? Is the mo- 
tive behind this move an attempt to block 
and delay a program which is vital to the 
city’s future? Are some property owners 
who make money on incredibly filthy 
slums so greedy they would perpetuate 
blight which threatens to destroy all 
property values in the downtown area? 

Nationally more than 20 per cent of 
the average city’s residential aréas are 
slums. The percentage here is higher. 

While exact figures are not yet avail- 
able for Atlanta—although in some in- 
stances it is known the city is worse than 
the national average—slums nationally 
account for: 


Thirty-three per cent of the popula- 
tion. 


Forty-five per cent of the 
¢rimes. 


Fifty-five per cent of the juvenile de- 
linquency. 

Fifty per cent of the arrests. 

Sixty per cent of the tuberculosis 
victims. 

Fifty per cent of all diseases. 

Thirty-five per cent of the fires. 


Forty-five per cent of total city serv- 
ice costs. 


But note well that these slums pro- 
vide only 6 per cent of city revenues 
from real estate. 

Is this what some real estate dealers 
in Atlanta want. to keep intact? Is this 
what the community, is being ed to 
indulge at great cost 'to all of us?” 

A major reason for growth of slums is 
lack of an appropriate housing code and 
enforcement of same. Had Atlanta taken 
action along this line many years ago, it 
would not today have as great a problem.

Goy. Faubus Hints Opening 
Of Private School Monday 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. ‘#—Gov. Faubus appealed to Arkansans 
Thursday night to avoid violence in their “fight to preserve our 


rights as a sovereign state.” 


Faubus, in a statewide televised 
address, said he noted with alarm 
the bombing of schools and other 
institutions in both the North and 
South and said Arkansas was wag- 
ing its fight in the courts and in 
the field of public opinion. 


The governor said, “‘Let us con- 
tinue through the democratic pro- 
cesses avoiding acts of violence of 
any form.

‘Pep’ Pills Vetoed 
For Lazy Students 


ROYERSFORD, Pa. (?—An experimental plan to 
use energizing drugs on apathetic. indifferent school 
kids to pep them up was dropped Thursday by Mont- 


Health Committee. 
Reaction was swift. 


Dr. Gerald D. Hottenstein, coun- 
ty superintendent of schools, said 
he contacted officials of the Na- 
tional Health Institute in Washing- 
ton which had appropriated $29,- 
000 in federal funds for the ex- 
periment. 


Dr. Hottenstein told the insti- 
tute to keep its money, that the 
program was too controversial. 


Here’s the way Dr. Burns de- 
scribed the program: 


It called for selection of 90 chil- 
dren from a pupil enrollment of 
35,000 throughout the public 
schools in Montgomery County. 
The children would be male pu- 
pils above the fourth grade. They 
would be pupils who were not do- 
ing as well scholastically as in- 
telligence tests show they should. 


“They're asking us to use our 
children as guinea pigs for this 
test in which toxic drugs would be 
used that could cause injurious ef- 
fects lasting a lifetime,” he said. 


Dr. Hottenstein said the school 
board voted June 17, to accept 
the grant and conduct the one- 
year study at the County Guid- 
ance ‘Center in Lansdale. 


He said the program was en- 
tirely voluntary and that parents 
would administer the drugs to 
their children three times a day.

All Doctors Asked 


To Aid Research 


By FRANK WELLS 

The thousands of family doctors 
with their individual cases can 
render valuable aid to research, 
the Chairman of the medical di- 
vision of Oak Ridge Institute of 
Nuclear Science, told Georgia gen- 
eral practitioners Thursday. 


“There are not enough publica- 
tions of papers on individual 
cases,” Dr. Marshall Brucer said. 
‘The individual cases can add up 
to conclusions just as well as the 
thousands of cases studied in some 
million dollar plant.” 


Dr. Brucer said that this is “‘no 
golden age of research, unless 
you are referring to the money 
avaliable. Medical research is 
practically sterile as compared to 
other fields.” 


The doctor explained to the 
Georgia practitioners the diagnos- 
tic and therapeutic uses of radio- 
isotopes. which are produced at 
Oak Ridge. He said that a survey 
of néarly 900 hospitals revealed 
that 92 per cent used isotopes 
in diagnosis and the same per 
cent used them in therapy. Fifty-

Famous Indian Chieftains 
Led Villages in Chattooga 


Chattooga County, a northwest border county, was created from 
parts of Floyd and Walker counties in 1838, the 92nd in order of 
creation. The county was named for the principal river that flows 
through it. The origin of the name Summerville, the county seat, 
is unauthenticated but it is believed it was selected because of the 
town’s picturesque setting in a beautiful valley in the mountains. 


In the Summerville area onte were located two Indian villages 

|} (Broom Town and Island Town) whose chiefs were important Chero- 

kee leaders. Sequoya (whose English name was George Guess), 
. the famous Indian half-breed who invented the 
Cherokee alphabet, lived for a time near Alpine 
in Chattooga County. The great redwood trees of 
California were named the Sequoias in his honor. 
Chattooga County covers 317 square miles 
and ranks th in size. It has a population of 
23,100 (1957 estimate), and ranked 37th in popula- 
tion in the 1950 census. Summerville has a popu- 


lation of 5,100. Other towns are Lyerly, 519 population, and Menlo, 
453 population (1957 estimates). 


The eastern part of the county contains 12,537 acres of the 
Chattahoochee National Forest. There were 1,098 farms, averaging 
120 acres, in the county in 1954. Farm income is almost equally bal- 
anced between field crops, mostly cotton, and livestock. In 1954, 
aaa ranked 38th among commercial broiler counties in
